The Soviet Premier charged 
in the letter made public Wed- 
nesday night that the West was 
using the London disarmament 
conference to help West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer re- 
tain control in the September 
elections. 

Authoritative sources said the 
key point of the U.S. missile 
control plan is a proposal for 
pooling outer space research as 
the first step toward guarantee- 
ing that intercontinental guid- 
ed missiles, and other “outer 
space” devices would never be 
used for war. 

Ultimately international in- 
spectors would be stationed at 
all intercontinental missile 
plants and launching stations to 
guarantee against their military 
use. 

Stassen went ahead with the 
U.S. offer on the assumption 
that Bulganin’s letter does not 
doom the disarmament talks 
here, now in the fourth month. 

The official American view is 
that Bulganin merely restated 
past Soviet policy in his con- 
demnations of the Western dis- 
armament proposals. Americans 
believe the Kremlin would not 
make any decision until all the 
Western proposals have been in- 
troduced. 

‘The British and French were 
far less hopeful. Officials of 
both countries took a highly 
pessimistic view of any disar- 
mament agreement after studv- 
ing the 6,000-word Bulganin 
communication.

Six Women Corner 
Kishi With Queries 


Prime Minister Kishi was in 
a rough spot yesterday after- 
noon—and millions and mil- 
lions of Japanese could see it. 
He was cornered in a television 
interview by six woman 
writers. 

The group had promised to 
be “gentle” with the Prime 
Minister but as soon as the 
show started the writers show- 
ed no hesitation in showering 
Kishi with tough questions. 

The interview was a dramatic 
demonstration of the emancipa- 
tion of Japanese women, 
“liberated” only 12 years ago. 

One of the writers pointed 
out that Kishi had promised to 
rid the country of the “three 
evils” graft, violence and pover- 
ty—and demanded to know how 
soon Kishi could achiewye this 
goal. 

When Kishi replied that he 
hoped to drive poverty out of 
Japan “in five or 10 years,” the 
woman writers frankly told him 
that he should not spend that 
much time in eliminating cor- 
ruption.

Japan Protesting

The Foreign Office yester- 
day instructed Suemitsu

Lloyd Says Britain

LONDON (Kyodo-UP)— 
Foreign Secretary Selwyn 
Lloyd told Parliament 
Thursday Britain is send- 
ing “the necessary forces” 
into the Persian Gulf “as 
required” to help the Sul- 
tan of Muscat and Oman

Lloyd reiterated that the Gov- 
ernment was not taking the ac- 
tion in response to a_ specific 
treaty commitment. 

“There is no specific treaty 
obligation that Britain should 
interfere in the international 
affairs of Oman,” he said. “On 
the other hand, we have quoted 
more than one precedent where 
the Government have in the 
past acted at the invitation of a 
friendly ruler to help him in 
preserving law and order in his 
domain, 

“That is what we are doing 
now,” Lloyd said. 

He warned members of Par- 
liament against believing “the 
false and misleading informa- 
tion being disseminated from 
Cairo,” where one report said 
the Sultan of Oman was seek- 
ing a cease fire. 

The Foreign Secretary said 
Britain regarded the Oman 
situation as one in which Brit- 
ain was going to the aid of the 
Sultan, an “old friend.” He 
Said the Government would “do 
their duty by someone who has 
been a firm friend of Britain 
and whose _ sovereignty is 
acknowledged.”

Fortifications: 
Sharjah “Warlike’ 


SHARJAH, Trucial 
Oman (Kyodo-UP)—-Royal 
Air Force jets struck at 
the nerve center of Oman’s 
tribal rebellion Thursday 
with a rocket and cannon 
fire barrage into the mud 
brick fort in the center of 
the town. But rebels, 
warned by RAF leaflets, 


had deserted the fort. 


The town of Nizwa is the core 
of rebel-held territory from 
which desert tribesmen, sup- 
porters of the outlawed Imam 
of Oman, are threatening the 
regime of the British-protected 
Sultan of Muscat and Oman. 

RAF fighter-bomber jets took 
off from this dusty oven-hot 
base on the southern shore of 
the Persian Gulf for the second 
day in a row Thursday morning 
to blast rebel strongholds. 
Returning pilots reported no 
sign of life in the whole town 
as they swooped in low to 
strafe the cluster of mud huts 
around the fort. 


Twelve sorties were fiown 
Thursday and an estimated 48 
12-inch rockets and 7,200 rounds 
of cannon fire were jumped into 
the fort. 


Meanwhile, planes from 
Bahrein and Aden were at- 
tacking other rebel concentra- 
tions in the mountainous 
hinterland of the sultanate of 
Muscat and Oman. 
~ Four RAF pilots were the 
Sole combatants up Thursday in 
the battle for British prestige. 

They were the only RAF men 
to have done any shooting since 
the rebel Imam Ghaleb’s forces 
drove the pro-British Sultan 
Said’s men out of the mountains 
in the interior... 

The pilots started shooting 
Wednesday when they attacked 
the fort 50 miles from Nizwa. 

It is a 40-minute flight to 
Nizwa where the planes spent 20 
minutes shooting up the target 
before returning. 

Sharjah looked and sounded 
like a war base. 

Royal Air Force armorers, 
stripped to the waist, were 
working feverishly under broil- 
ing sun loading rockets and can- 
nons on four Venom fighters 
fiving two-plane relay attacks. 

Every few minutes the air- 
port siren screamed to announce 
landings and take-offs on the 
sand strip.

Senate Weakens 
Civil Rights Bill 


WASHINGTON (INS) — The 
Senate by a 52 to 38 vote Wed- 
nesday threw out the most 
controversial part of President 
Eisenhower's Civil Rights Bill 
and reduced the measure 
mainly to the protection of 
voting rights. 

The adoption of the amend- 
ment killing section II1 marked 
a sweeping victory for Souther- 
ners and sharply lessened the 
prospect they would wage a 
prolonged filibuster against the 
legislation. 

Section III would have 
authorized the attorney general 
to get court injunctions to en- 
force rights other than voting 
privileges. 

Southerners, branding the 
provision as “obnoxious” and 
“cunningly designed,” argued it 
could be used to compel racial 


integration in schools, parks, 
theaters and other public 
places. 


With the section eliminated, 
the curtailed bill would allow 
the’ Government to obtain in- 
junctions only against those in- 
terfering with voting rights. It 
also would set up a civil rights 
division in the Justice Depart- 
ment and create a presidential 
commission with subpoena pow- 
ers to investigate racial discri- 
mination. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment forthcoming from Admin- 
istration officials over the Senate 
action. —

Vital to Hike 
Prestige Here 


NEW YORK (AP)—The For- 
eign Policy Bulletin says the de- 
finite prospect of withdrawal of 
American ground combat forces 
from Japan is important not 
only as a symbol within Japan 
“but also in terms of Japan's 
prestige among the Asian na- 
tions, which have tended to re- 
gard Tokyo as subject to the 
military influence of the United 
States.” 

The bulletin is published by 
the Foreign Policy Association of 
New York and circulates to an 
influential audience of Amer- 
ican scholars and students of in- 
ternational affairs. The article 
was written by Vera Micheles 
Dean. 

To the Japanese, said the bul- 
letin, the American withdrawal 
plans are “a welcome symbol of 
their national independence, 
which they feel had not been 
fully restored at the end of the 
Occupation.” 

Said the article: “Critics of 
the Kishi Government, however, 
fear that it will try to make up 
for limitations of military man- 
power and money by accepting 
American nuclear Wweapons— 
and the mere mention of the 
term nuclear provokes automa- 
tic resistance on the part of the 
Japanese, still umreconciled to 
Hiroshima. 

“The fundamental question as 
the Japanese see it, when the 
problem arises, is, security from 
what? No modern nation, they 
argue—not even the two super- 
powers, the United States and 
the USSR—can afford to arm in 
such a way as to assure itself 
against all possible contingen- 
cies.”

The  690,000-strong Japan 
Trade Union Congress (Zenro) 
at its national convention yes- 


No final decision was made 
by the Labor Ministry, following 


terday approved with amend- 
ments the draft of the new 
activity policy proposed by the 
executives of the congress. 

The amendments made at the 
third and last-day session of the 
convention were highlighted by 
the following points: 


1. Zenro will work for uni- 
fication of the labor front, and 
in seeking collaboration with 
the Government and public 
workers unions, will first ap- 
proach such unions as aim to 
practise democratic labor move- 
ments. 


2. Although Zenro will fight 


- for a 42-hour work week, those 


unions that already have won 
this should try to get even 
shorter working hours. 


3. Unions of smaller enter- 
prises should exert further ef- 
forts for close cooperation with 
management for enhancement 
of productivity and welfare of 
laborers. 


Zenro yesterday also re-elect- 
ed Chairman Minoru Takita 
and three other executives for 
the fourth consecutive time. 

The three other executives 
are vice chairmen Sen Koga, 
Takeshi Fukuda and Secretary 
General Haruo Wada. 

Meanwhile the 3-million-mem- 
ber General Council of Japan 
Trade Unions (Sohyo) decided 
at its executive meeting Wed- 
nesday to call on  ~Zenro 
to form a “unified labor front.” 

Sohyo reached the decision in 
the face of criticism by Zenro 
which had pointed out that the 
activity policies of Sohyo de- 
viated from basic labor plat- 
form.

Shozo Honda, 26-year-old ex- 
shoe salesman of Ota-ku, Tokyo, 
was paroled on the ground of 
protection of human rights by 
the Matsudo Branch Court of the 
Chiba District Court, which held 
more than 80 hearings on the 
case during the past seven vears. 

The prosecution had demand- 
ed capital punishment for 
Honda, who was arrested seven 
months after the entire family 
of a black-market operator, 
Yozo Furuhashi and his wife 
and two children was slaughter- 
ed with a hatchet May 7, 1950. 

During police questioning, 
Honda confessed to the murder 
but conclusive evidence of his 
crime was lacking. 

For instance, the alibi of the 
suspect held up while the 
hatchet in question showed no 
trace of human blood after 
scientific examination. 

Because of the lack of con- 
vincing evidence, the court 


‘| authorities have been unable 


to pass judgment on the case. 

Masamitsu Kurata, defense 
lawyer of Honda, told the press 
yesterday he had been convinc- 
ed of Honda’s innocence from 
the very beginning. 

The Matsudo prosecuratorial 
authorities promptly filed an ob- 
jection with the Tokyo Higher 
Court against the parole how- 
ever.

Wage System Dra ft 
Approved by Council 


The council of Cabinet ministers concerned with labor affairs 
yesterday tentatively approved a new labor policy draft. calling 
for the establishment of a “reasonable wage system.”

regarding the draft, submitted 
an appeal by Takeo Miki, chair- 
man of the ruling Liberal- 
Democratic Party’s Policy Board. 
Miki said the Government 
party was mapping out a new 
labor policy and he ‘advised the 
council to take this plan into 
full consideration before com- 
mittin, itself on the Labor Min- 
istry's draft. 


The council agreed to meet 
again after the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party’s plan has been 
drafted and submitted. 

At yesterday’s session, held 
at the Prime Minister's official 
residence, Labor Minister Hiro- 
hide Ishida personally explain- 
ed his ministry's draft policy. 

The plan was highlighted by 

these suggestions: 
1, Establishment of a “rea- 
sonable wage system” that 
would differ according to the 
kind of work and localities. 


2. The unemployment insur- 
ance system be expanded to. 
cover smaller enterprises of five 
workers and less. 


3. Training of unemployed 
workers so that they may gain 
special skills. 

4. Establishment of a non- 
governmental organ to ensure 
smooth and satisfactory rela- 
tions between management and 
labor. 

This plan calls for full en- 
forcemept of existing labor laws 
but leaves the door open for 
re-examination in case of short- 
comings, the Labor Minister 
said. 

The meeting, the second to 
be held by the council, was 
also attended by Transportation 
Minister Sannojo Nakamura, 
Chief Cabinet Secretary Kiichi 
Aichi, and Tadao Kuraishi, 
chairman of the ruling party’s 
labor affairs committee. 


U.S. Forces Slate 
Return of Facilities

Germans at Home in Japan

The lanky, silver-haired Ger- 
man pushed back his chair, 
glanced proudly around the res 
taurant and said quietly “Ger. 
many?—I don't want to go 
back.” < 

“I don’t fit there any more. 

August Lohmeyer, Tokyo res- 
tauranteur,:former seaman and 
peisoner of war who built a 
prosperous food business and 
then rebuilt it from bomd 
rubble, speaks for many men 
bers of Japan’s German COll> 
munity. 

He is one of 1,303 German 
nationals who live in Japan 
now on resident visas—about 
one third the pre-World War Il 
German population. 

The neighbor cities of Tokyo 
and Yokohama, biggest center 
of foreign activity, house 861 of 
the community — diplomats, 
businessmen, import-export 
merchants, teachers, mission- 
aries and students. 

“But there aren’t too many of 
the old hands left,” said Loh- 
meyer, formerly of Westphalia 
and at 63 one of the senior 
members here. He came to 
Japan in 1914 aboard a prison 
ship from China. He and a few 
other present community mem- 
bers had served with the Ger 
man navy and were picked up 
tn Tsingtao. 

The German Embassy esti- 
mates about 125 of the Tokyo 
Yokohama residents came in 
the 1930s or earlier. 

“Most of the businessmen are 
new. A few managed -to build 
up again after the war, but 
most are in different lines now,” 
Lohmeyer said. 

“The camera companies, the 
manufacturers’ agents—they're 
one or two-man _ operations 
now.” He ticked off a dozen 
names on his _ fingers—“all 
gone.” 

Although shrunk in size and 
with less influence than in the 
prewar militarist days, the Ger- 
man section is still a strong 
unit in the foreign community. 

Many of the Christian mis- 
sions in Japan are German run, 
with Tokyo’s Sophia University 
as a center of German scientific 
education. The community 
maintains its own school for 
some 70 German-speaking stu 
dents up to the university level, 
For higher education, the stu- 
dents are sent back to the 
homeland. 

“There are German social 
circles—we stick pretty much 
together—but there is -consider- 
able mingling with the Jape 
nese,” said an embassy Official. 
He noted, however, there were 
fewer intermarriages with ‘he 
Japanese than before the war, 
and fewer than in some of the 
other foreign communities— 
“particularly the American.” 

Social center for the group is 
the German East Asiatic So- 
ciety (OAG), founded in 1871, 
suspended during the war when 
events scattered the members 
and a bomb destroyed the club- 
house. 

“Almost everyone in town” 
belongs to the new clubhouse, 
which centers around culture, 
art, nature, food and beer. 

Another official rallying point 
is the Japan-German Society— 
whose three top executives are 
Japanese. 


Tokyo shows the imprint left 
by Germans on Japan’s main 
city: the German Bakery chain 
—Japanese household word and 
outfit that made French pastry 
a Japanese delicacy; Germania 
Beer Hall, with the sound of 
an accordian and German songs 
drifting out the windows; Ketel’s 
Restaurant, ‘Where Japanese 
customers outnumber the West- 
erners; and Lohmeyer’s, popu- 
lar restaurant and sausege cen- 
ter of the city. 


The most popular social drink 
in Japan, sake excepted, 
beer, and the beer is brewed 
with a Germanic touch. Beer 


halls became a street corner 
fixture after Germars introduc- 
ed the drink, and most of the 
b-ewerles started off with a 
German breumeister. 


“When I came here, a foreign- 
er was a curiosity. | walked 
down the street and people 
stared at me,” saic Lohmeyer. 
“I've watched the changes, but 
I haven’t kept up with the 
changes in Europe. 

“My .wife is Japanese, my chil- 
dren were raised here. Now, 
when I go to Germany, people 


is stare at my wife. 


“This is home for a lot of us,” 
he said, “and we want to stay.

Stocks of the textile industry, 
he pointed out, have grown and 
payments by the textile com- 
mission houses have deteriorat- 
ed. 


He feared that in the near 
future a series of sacrifice sales 
for realization or bankruptcies 
would develop. 


Ryo Nagano, director of the 
Tokyo International Trade and 
Industry Bureau, said the serie 
of import-restricting measur 
taken by the Government has 
had considerable effects on im- 
porters with the issuance of 
import permits during June 
totaling one half of the monthly 
average of 1,200.

on the aircraft industry by the 
Government says. 

The White Paper issued by 
the Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry reviews 
the rapid development of the 
war-crippled industry since the 
war ended and especially the 
jet production phase which it 
has entered now. 

According to the White Pa- 
per, Japan produced some 100,- 
000 planes and 150,000 plane 
engines between 1926 and 1945 
and employed a total labor 
force of 580,000 workers dur- 
ing the war, or as many men 
as the U.S. employs in its air- 
craft plants today.

The recent marked increase 
in inquiries for Japanese 
passenger cars has raised hopes 
among car makers that the ex- 
port of automobiles during the 
present calendar year will top 
the 1,000-mark for the first 
time, reports Kyodo.

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Middle East Politics 


It is only too painfully 


evident that the situation in 


the Middle East remains seriously unsettled. | 
The latest center of trouble is in the independent Sul- 
tanate of Muscat and Oman, situated in the eastern corner 
of Arabia and adjoining the Persian Gulf, where rebels 
against the Sultan’s rule are holding some 5,000 square 
miles of oil-rich territory. The Sultan is in treaty rela- 
tions with the British Government but some of the tribes of 
the interior, by agreement with the Sultan, possess a cer- 


tain degree of autonomy. 


Whether or not the Omani rebels have received arms 
and equipment from outside sources is a matter of specula- 
tion, but it is believed likely that the rising has been in- 
spired from abroad. Saudi Arabia and Egypt have been 


mentioned in this connection. 


Soviet comment is typical 


and is to effect that in supporting the Sultan the British 
“ruling circles” intend to down the uprising by Arab tribes 
in blood. But the Moscow broadcast, beamed to Southeast 
Asia in English, seems even more revealing when it claims 
that the U.S. oil monopolies are planning to capitalize on 
the situation to further their own “colonialist plans.” 


+ One might perhaps not go far wrong in suspecting that 
the Oman affair has been engineered in some way or other 


with the object of causing a 


rift in Anglo-American rela- 


tions as well as to reduce, if possible, British prestige in 


the Middle East. 


Knowing that Britain has been invited 


into Oman by the Sultan to come to his aid to put down 
the insurrection, some Arab leaders may be found inclined 
to make capital for themselves out of what has occurred 


or is likely to occur. 


Elsewhere in the Middle East the friction between 
Syria and Israel continues to be a disturbing factor, and 
the question of the use of the Gulf of Aqaba by Israel 


. ships is still a bone of contention. 


Israel declares she 


will take a serious view of any Saudi Arabian fortification 
aimed at interfering with Israeli shipping using the Gulf, 
and warning was issued to this effect in consequence of a 
report in a Cairo newspaper that the Saudi Arabians 


were mounting guns at the entrance, 


During the invasion 


of the Sinai Peninsula last autumn, the Israelis silenced 
the Egyptian guns that blocked access to Israel’s port of 
Eilat at the head of the Gulf, and Egypt has apparently 


made no attempt to restore the forts. 


The United Nations 


emergency force still occupies a strip of Egyptian terri- 


tory near the Strait of Tiran 


leading to the Gulf. 


So many personalities are involved and so many dif- 
ferent issues have arisen in the Middle East that the sit- 


uation has become extremely 
no exaggeration to say that 
finger in this pie is likely to 


complex, and it is probably 
any outsider who puts his 
get it burnt. The most dis- 


turbing thought, however, is that a general flare up might 
be caused almost any time if matters are allowed to drift. 
The advent of Soviet Russian influence into the affairs 
of this part of the world, the partial replacement of Brit- 
ish activities by the Eisenhower Doctrine and American 
interests, and the leading role assumed by Egypt in Arab 
politics make up a new situation that it is difficult to ap- 


praise in all its aspects.

The great military parade held in Cairo Tuesday on 
the fifth anniversary of the revolution which overthrew 
King Farouk showed how greatly Egypt is indebted to So- 
viet Russia for its modern armaments, but President Nas- 
ser’s speech before Parliament was not unconciliatory 
although he repeated that Egypt’s balances were “unjustly 


frozen” by Britain and the 


United States. His speech 


was nationalist in tone and largely devoted to the economic 
development of Egypt, but he did say that there was a 
lot of talk abroad about “isolating the people of Egypt 


from other Arab peoples.” 
While there is a general 


desire on the part of other 


nations to help the Arab States and their peoples to secure 
real independence and to advance their economic pros- 
perity, the actualities of the situation make rapid progress 


difficult. The natural links 


between the various Arab 


States are plain enough but they go a certain way. Each 
country has its nationalist tendencies and special prob- 
lems relating to the geographical, political and economic 
circumstances in which it finds itself. Progress is hardly 
likely to be the same for each; rather must each. state 
seek to develop along its own lines toward a goal which 
may ultimately envisage a general harmony among all. 


A difficulty arises when persons from one Arabic-speak- 
ing state endeavor to provoke difficulties in another state 
either from personal ambition or in the interest of some 


outside Power. Interference 


from outside in the affairs 


of the Arab nations should be reduced to the minimum 


required for the preservation 
carrying out of such treaty 


of the general peace and the 
obligations as may still be 


binding on the parties concerned. And when such action 
is required, it is best left to the United Nations.

According 
to economic circles, with the 
Government expected to siphon 
off its funds in August and 
funds needed for import account 
settlement, even leading enter- 
prises fear that they may go 
bankrupt, the paper said. The 
Government might be able to 
avert the crisis by extending 
loans through the Bank of 
Japan finance imports. How- 
ever, it hoped that Finance Min- 
ister Ichimada would not fur- 
ther aggravate the country’s in- 
ternational account by such 
loans. Even at the sacrifice of 
some enterprises, the policy of 
tight money should be main- 
tained to-rebuild the entire eco- 
nomy. 
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TODAY "AND TOMORROW 


The Soviet Government very 
much wants the outer world to 
understand that Malenkov, Molo- 
tov and the others have been 
purged but are not being ex- 
terminated. As of now, we 
know definitely only about 
Malenkov, the chief offender, 
Khrushchev’s most serious rival. 
He is being sent far enough 
away from Moscow to be in 
political exile, and there he is 
to live with the charge hanging 
over his head that he has com- 
mitted capital crimes. It is a 
kind of parole before trial or 
conviction. This, as compared 
with Stalin’s purges, is lenient 
treatment, and presumably Mo- 
lotovy and Kaganovich, who are 
too old to be dangerous, will 
get off at least as well. 


All the evidence we have, 
which now includes Khrush- 
chey’s story, but not Malen- 
kov’s, supports the view that 
the’ object of the purge is to get 
rid of the main opposition to 
what might be called a more 
modernized communism. The So- 
viet economy has grown too big 
and too complicated to be run 
without normal economic incen- 
tives and to be managed by a 
highly centralized oligarchy, re- 
lying principally upon the secret 
police. The Communist world, 
what with the growing strength 
of China and the increasing na- 
tionalism of the European satel- 
lites, can no longer be held to- 
gether, as in Stalin’s day, by 
imperial fiat from Moscow. 


Khrushchev, who was a good 
Stalinist when Stalinism was 
the vogue, is not much of an 
ideologue. He is very much of 
a pragmatist, In so far as he has 
turned against Stalinism, it is 
because, being a practical politi- 
cian with an acute sense of the 
Russian realities, he knows that 
Stalinism will no longer work. 
The purpose of his reforms is to 
make the Communist system 
work, to consolidate the regime 
within Russia and to hold to- 
gether the alliances with China 
and with the satellites. 

There is in high places in 
Washington some wishful think- 
ing which supposes that we are 
witnessing the beginning of the 
breakup of the Communist sys- 
tem. There is, it seems to me, 
no public evidence to support 
this notion, and even if, by some 
chance, it turned out that the

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Hozuki 

Many greengroce:s display. in 
summer hozuki branches whfch 
have red berries hidden within 
the yellowish red calyx that 
develops into a baglike form. 
Hozuki is also often planted in 
gardens as the people admire its 
red fruit. It is included in 
summer offerings to ancestors. 


The hozuki belongs to the 
eggplant species. It bears white 
blossoms in early summer and 
the calyx grows into a bag as 
the berry inside ripens. When 
the calyx is opened there is a 
perfectly round red berry. 


It has been a toy of Japanese 
girls since very early days. 
Their fondness of it as a play- 
thing is mentioned in the Maku- 
rano-soshi which relates the 
court life of the llth century 
and also in the Eiga-monoga- 
tari which pictures the life of 
the 12th-14th centuries, 


Obtaining a hozuki, the girl 
removes the berry from the 
calyx. Boring a tiny hole at the 
place where it was attached to 
the stem, she slowly squeezes 
the seeds out of the hole. Then 
she has a hollow, round, soft 
ball with a tiny hole. She puts it 
in her mouth, and as she press- 
es it lightly with her teeth and 
lips, it makes a faint but pleas- 
ing sound. All over the coun- 
try for generations little girls 
and even older women have 
loved to play with the tiny 
sound-making bags in their 
mouths, The habit is dying out 
in cities but in rural districts 
it is still popular among girls. 


Umi hozuki or sea hozuki are 
also used in the same way. 
There are egg bags of nagani- 
shi or akanishi (long or red 
whelks). The egg bags of the 
naganishi are flat and round, 
while those of the akanishi 
come in a long slender shape. 
somewhat curved. These whelk 
egg bags are sold at toy or 
novelty shops. A tiny cut is 
made at one end of the oy and 
after its inside is squee out 
it is used as a hozuki. Whelks 
lay their egg bags on rocks 
under the sea and they aré 
gathered and preserved in salt 
for sale. Sometimes they are 
dyed red to make them attrac- 


tive.

The Cold War Today 


Soviet problems at home and 
abroad are insoluble, it would 
still be a great mistake to make 
such an assumption now. We 
are least likely to mislead our- 
selyes if we make the contrary

assumption, which is that the 
Khrushchev reforms are likely 
to make stronger both the Rus- 
sian state and the Russian sys- 
tem of alliances. 


There are no indications that 
the internal problems are so 
severe that the Russian ruling 
class is becoming desperate and 
may become violent. Nor is 
there any indication that out of 
internal weakness the Govern- 
ment will now make substantial 
concessions to the West about 
Germany, Korea, Taiwan, the 
Middle East, or disarmament, 

On the contrary, with Mar- 
shal Zhukov and the army play- 
ing a larger role, we shall be 
dealing with a government 
which can be expected to be 
firmly opposed for military and 
national reasons to any stra- 
tegic retreat. We must bear in 
mind that while it has been the 
Communists who have pushed 
forward the Russian sphere of 
influence to the lines of the 
Iron Curtain, those lines have 
been for more than a century 


the objective, or let us say the 
great dream, of Russian imperi- 
al strategy. 

We must suppose that there 
will be no substantial retreat, 
nothing, for example, which 
brings the whole of Germany 
within the sphere of NATO, or 
takes Poland outside the mili- 
tary system over which Marshal 
Zhukov presides. What about 
an advance? Is it likely that a 
modernized Commynist regime 
will try to expand—to absorb 
West Germany, South Korea, 
Taiwan, South Vietnam, or to 
make a physical lodgment say 
in Syria or in Egypt? 


There can be no certain 
answer to these crucial ques- 
tions. We are dealing not in 
certainties but in probabilities. 
The most probably correct 
answer is, it seems to me, that 
Russia and China will try to 
extend by all means short of 
overt, organized, military action. 
It is highly probable that with 
the balance of power in nuclear 
weapons as even as it is, any or- 
ganized warfare which could in- 
volve Russia or the United States 
would be an incalculable risk 
for both of us. There is not 
likely, therefore, to be another 
limited war as in Korea. For 
even if the biggest weapons 
were not used, the weapons that 
wceculd be used would not only 
be enormous by the old stand- 
ards, but the tendency to raise 
the ante would probably be ir- 
resistible. 

Without undue risk, we can 
assume that the deterrent strat- 
egy will prevent war above the 
level of propaganda, insurrec- 
tion, subversion, infiltration and 
intrigue. Considering the State 
Department’s rather expert per- 
formance in Jordan and else- 
where in the Middle East during 
the past few months, there is no 
longer reason to think that in 
a cold war we are hopelessly 
outclassed,

WASHINGTON — Diplomatic 
circles are buzzing over a dra- 
matic move contemplated by 
Ambassador de Moya and dicta- 
tor Trujillo of the Dominican 
Republic, 

They are negotiating with two 
top New York lawyers, plus a 
prominent public relations ex- 
pert to have them make a tough, 
thorough investigation of the 
alleged murder of Prof. Jesus 
Galindez, who disappeared 
while a teacher at Columbia 
University, and is reported to 
have been spirited back to Tru- 
jillo city. 

The proposal is that if these 
two lawyers find Trujillo is 
guilty or in any way connected 
with the crime, they are to say 
so. But if the attorneys find 
Trujillo is not guilty they shall 
so report. They are to have a 
free hand to hire detectives, in- 
vestigators or anyone else to 
probe the matter thoroughly. 

The two proposed attorneys 
are Morris Ernst, counsel for the 
Civil Liberties Union; and re- 
tired N.Y. Supreme Court justice 
William H, Munson. The public 
relations expert approached by 
the Dominican Embassy is Syd- 
ney Baron of New York, who in 
turn picked the toughest attor- 
ney he could find. 

Because of the incorruptible 
crusading caliber of the men in- 
volved, diplomats here are flab- 
bergasted at the daring of the 
Dominican Government in put- 
ting the reputation of the most 
publicized dictator in the West- 
ern hemisphere in the hands of 
three men. 

Judge Munson, a lifelong Re- 
publican, a former district attor- 
ney in Buffalo, is the man who 
put labor racketeer Joe Fay in 
jail. He was also called upon 
to judge the legality of Mayor 
Impellitteri’s race in New York 
City. Ernst, a Democrat, was-a 
close adviser to FDR, has writ- 
ten many books on civil liberties. 
If they find Trujillo not involv- 
ed in the Galindez murder and 
other charges, it will be difficult 
for anyone successfully to re- 
fute them. It will be interesting 
to see what happens.

Inside the Kremlin 

Diplomatic circles are buzzing 
over the way one chubby blonde 
Russian lady came to the rescue 
of Nikita Khrushchev during 
Moscow’s recent purge. 

She is Madam Furtseva, wife 
of the Russian ambassador to 
Yugoslavia. . 

At one point in the hectic bat- 
tling inside the Kremlin the 
Malenkov-Molotov anti-Khrush- 
chev plotters had Khrushchev 
just about down and out. They 
had steam-rollered the Presi- 
dium by a vote of seven to four 

into kicking Khrushchev out of 
office. 

Khrushchev then staged quite 
an act. He protested, scream- 


ed, threatened, finally was able 
to bulldoze his opponents into 
agreeing to let the big central 
Communist committee ratify 
their vote before he stepped out. 
He argued this would look bet- 
ter to the Russian public and 
the world, according to diploma- 
tic dispatches. 

Khrushchev’s opponents 
agreed, only because they were 
supremely confident they could 
get the Central Committee ‘to 
rubberstamp their decision. 
They reckoned without Eka- 
trina Furtseva, 

Madam Furtseva commandeer- 
ed a special plane and began a 
frantic tour of key Soviet areas. 
By the time of the Central Com- 
mittee meeting, she had manag- 
ed to collect the signatures of 
75 provincial governors and re- 
gional Communist leaders on a 
petition supporting Khrushchev. 

She got back to the Central 
Committee meeting just in time. 
Khrushchev waved the petition 
in front of members and when 
they saw the powerful support 
he had from the provinces they 
rallied behind him. Khrush- 
chev then kicked out his ene- 
mies and promoted the lady who 
saved him to be the only woman 
member of the Presidium. 


Diplomatic Pouch 

A bitter struggle is raging in- 
side the Syrian army. It may 
erupt into open revolt. Pro- 
Soviet forces are now in com- 
mand. But pro-American officers 
are getting stronger. Syrian 
President Shukri Al-Kuwatly 
ducked out for Europe to avoid 
getting caught in the middle. 
On the outcome will depend 
whether Russia has a satellite 
in the Near East....Another Red 
purge may be brewing in Red 
China. Two factions are known 
to be leading the Chinese polit- 
boro—with Premier Chou En- 
lai favoring international expan- 
sion, and another faction, led 
by Liu Shao-chi, wanting to con- 
solidate Red gains at home, 
American experts believe Mao 
Tse-tung is strong enough to 
keep peace in his politboro, but 
he’s an old man, and, when he 
dies, a struggle for power can 
be expected worse than that fol- 
lowing Stalin’s death in Russia.

A graduate of the Tokyo Uni- 
versity Law School, Imamatsu 
had served with the Home 
Ministry, now defunct, until the 
end of World War II. He was 
chief of the Police Bureau when 
he __—iretired. Imamatsu__ also 
served as Government-appoint- 
ed governor of Wakayama and 
Shizuoka Prefectures. 

After the war, he practiced 
law and in the meantime was 
elected twice to the House of 
Representatives from Ehime 
Prefecture, Shikoku. : 

The new director’s primary 
duty will be to relieve the busy 
chief Cabinet secretary, Kiichi 
Aichi, of his concurrent job of 
directing the work of the Prime 
Minister’s Office besides his pri- 
mary secretarial work for the 
Chief Executive. Imamatsu will 
be able to attend Cabinet meet- 
ings as an important Govern- 
ment representative and also 
vice ministers’ conferences as an 
aide to the chief Cabinet secre- 
tary, 

As an administrative counter- 
part of the chief Cabinet secret- 
ary, he is likely to become an 
important figure in problems 
concerning Government’ em- 
ployes, pension and _ honors 
which yearly are assuming 
growing importance, especially 
if the National Personnel Au- 
thority is abolished as now be- 
ing proposed.
